All previous rejections have been overcome by the amendment filed on April 6, 2007 and 
the rejections are withdrawn. Claims 1, 3-16, 18-23, 25-31, 33, 34, 36, 37, 39-48 are now 
pending in the application.

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Reasons For Allowance 

3. Claims 1, 3-16, 18-23, 25-31, 33, 34, 36, 37, 39-48 are allowed. 

4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The instant claims are allowable over prior art to Feret et al. (US 5,798,406). 

The present claims are directed to compositions comprising copolymers derived from 
(meth)acrylic monomers, at least one trifluroalkyl (meth)acrylate monomer, at least one 
alkylimidazolidone (meth)acrylate and at least one aliphatic urethane di(meth)acrylate. 

Prior art to Feret et al. concerns fluorinated (meth)acrylic lattices and hydrophobic 
coatings resulting therefrom. The crosslinking monomer (e) may be a hydrophilic or 
hydrophobic crosslinking agent. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest compositions 
comprising aliphatic urethane di(methacrylate). Therefore, the instantly claimed invention is 
deemed allowable over closest prior art of record as per said art neither anticipating nor 
rendering obvious, alone or in combination, the instantly claimed invention.
